Replying te your letter of Jaruary 30th, 
as far as I.¢an #&ké cut, nothing is realiy known 
about the pieee cf whichhyou write. There are three 
types: Ged Preserve New England, 1694; Ged Preserve 
Carolina and fhe Lorde Preprietors, 1694, and another 
variety with the word changed to Proprietors and God 
Preseyewe Londen. All bear an Elephant on the obverse. 
They were not used in this country and were probably 
made in London as medals. Their weight varies from 
130 grains to 236 grains, which would also make one 
think that they were not intended for coins.

The information I gave you coneerning the 
New Englend and Carolina elephant coins was taken from 
Crosby's Early Coins of America, page 537. Mention is there 
made of the Appleton specimen now in the Boston Historical 
_ Society which weighs 236 grains and the piece formerly in 
the Parmelee Gollection which weighed 133 grains. Of the 
Carolinas, he mentions pieces weighing 130, 145 and 162 grains. 
Unfortunately, the desoriptions of the pieces in the various 
gale catelomues do not oarry any weight. I think that you may 
be able to get more pertinent information about these in London 
especially at the British Museum. ’
